ENGINEERS’  REPORT. 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Braintree  : 

Gentlemen ,  —  The  Engineers  of  the  Braintree  Fire  Department 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  their  doings  for  the  year 
ending  Feb.  1,  1882  :  — 
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ORGANIZA  TION. 

The  department  organized  May  1,  1881,  as  follows  :  —

Dorety,  foreman. 

During  the  }7ear  the  foreman  of  Butcher  Boy,  No.  2,  resigned

Engine  Houses. 

The  several  houses  belonging  to  the  department  are  in  good 
condition,  with  the  exception  of  the  foundation  of  the  house  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Company,  which  needs  to  be  relaid, 
having  been  thrown  out  of  place  by  the  frost.  The  cost  of  doing 
this  work  will  not  probably  exceed  $25.  We  feel  that  this 
should  be  done,  inasmuch  as  the  company  have,  at  their  own  ex¬ 
pense,  furnished  and  otherwise  beautified  their  hall  at  a  consider¬ 
able  expense,  thereby  making  the  hall  a  credit  to  themelves  and 
the  town. 

Engines. 

The  engines  and  hook  and  ladder  Carriage  are  in  good  condition. 

Hose. 

There  is  belonging  to  the  department  about  2,200  feet  of  leading 
hose,  a  portion  of  which  is  in  poor  condition,  as  may  be  seen  by 
reference  to  the  schedule  of  property.  We  would  recommend  the 
purchase  of  400  feet  of  new  hose  the  ensuing  year. 

Pay  of  Firemen. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  amount  of  labor  done  by  them,  we 
would  recommend  that  the  same  pay  be  allowed  them  that 
they  received  the  last  year,  that  is,  $10  to  each  fireman  for  a  year’s 
service. 

Reservoirs. 

The  large  well  which  was  dug  in  the  Union  School-house  yard 
during  the  last  year  has  proved  very  satisfactory,  as  has  also  the 


t 
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one  at  the  corner  of  Commercial  and  Howard  Streets,  both  yield¬ 
ing  a  good  supply  of  water ;  but  the  well  near!}’  opposite  the  house 
of  Union  Engine  Company  we  deem  to  be  insufficient  for  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  property  in  that  vicinity,  and  would  therefore  recommend  the 
building  of  a  cistern  in  the  vicinit}r  of  Hobart  Street.  The  engi¬ 
neers  of  1880  recommended  that  the  river  and  ponds  should  be  made 
available  for  fire  purposes,  and  that  arrangements  should  be  made 
if  possible  with  Naaman  L.  White,  Esq.,  whereby  the  large  amount 
of  property  situated  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Iron  Works  School- 
house  should  be  better  protected  in  case  of  fire.  We  have  en¬ 
deavored  to  make  such  arrangements,  but  have  been  unable  so  to 
do,  in  consequence  of  the  refusal  of  the  owner  of  the  land. 

In  the  vicinity  of  the  South  Congregational  Church,  Andrew 
Dyer,  owner  of  land  adjoining  Little  Fond,  has  kindly  granted  to 
the  town  permission  to  use  said  land  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
water  for  the  use  of  the  department  in  case  of  fire,  and  which  can 
be  made  available  at  a  small  expense. 

We  also  think  that  a  large  well  should  be  dug  near  the  corner  of 
Washington  and  West  Streets,  for  protection  against  lire  in  that 
vicinity.

We  recommend  that  there  be  appropriated  by  the  town  for  the 
year  1882  the  following  amounts,  viz.  :

To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  improvement  of  the  town  lands. 

Art.  9.  To  see  how  the  town  will  vote  on  the  following  ques¬ 
tion,  as  required  by  chapter  fifty-four  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eightyr-one :  Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  in  this  town. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  build  a  drain  on  Taylor  Street, 
or  otherwise  make  some  provision  for  proper  drainage  in  that  vicin¬ 
ity. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  four  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  to  build  culverts  and  sidewalks  on  Franklin  Street,  between 
Washington  Street  and  the  estate  of  Calvin  Thaver,  and  gravel  and 
repair  the  same. 

Art.  12.  To  see  whether  the  town  will,  by-  its  vote  or  otherwise, 
ask  the  Legislature  to  extend  to  women,  who  are  citizens,  the  right 
to  hold  town  offices  and  to  vote  in  town  affairs  on  the  same  terms 
as  male  citizens.

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  mone}T  to 
paint  the  fence  around  the  Town  House. 

Art.  16.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  any  committee,  and 
to  choose  any  committee  the  town  may  think  proper.

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REPORT. 


The  report  of  the  selectmen  will  show  in  detail  all  the  expendi¬ 
tures  for  schools  and  school-houses  during  the  year,  and,  as  will 
be  seen,  there  is  nothing  in  these  expenditures  calling  for  special 
comment. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  Rev.  Edwin  Smith  and  Mr. 

« 

Alverdo  Mason  have  resigned  from  the  School  Committee,  and  the 
vacancies  been  filled  by  Dr.  Noah  Torrey  and  Mr.  Johnson.  The 
onty  change  in  teachers  has  been  the  appointment  of  Miss  Mary  J. 
Pratt  to  the  primary  department  of  the  Union  School  in  place  of 
Miss  Ella  F.  Carr,  who  resigned  last  September. 

The  schools  have  been  open  for  forty  weeks  of  the  year,  and  the 
amount  of  work  done  has,  in  general,  been  most  encouraging.  The 
usual  table  of  statistics  will  be  found' hereto  annexed.  Your  com¬ 
mittee  believe  the  town  is  furnishing  generously  all  the  assistance 
that  can  reasonably  be  required  towards  a  good  education  of  its 
children  and  youth. 

Owing  to  the  very  limited  attendance  at  the  West  Street  School, 
it  has  been  about  concluded  to  discontinue  this  school  and  incor¬ 
porate  it  with  the  Pond  School.  This  can  readily  be  done  with 
advantage  to  both  schools,  and  with  considerable  saving  of 
expense. 

In  consequence  of  an  increase  of  scholars  in  the  High  School, 
some  additional  school-room  accommodations  are  there  needed, 
and  for  this  the  necessary  appropriations  will  be  asked.  The  whole 
expense  of  these,  however,  cannot  exceed  one  hundred  dollars. 

Some  special  cases  of  truancy  have  been  lately  brought  to  the 
attention  of  your  committee,  which  demand  immediate  action. 
Children  or  youths  loitering  about,  with  no  regular  occupation,  and 
rejecting  control,  are  among  the  most  serious  evils  that  can  afflict 
a  community.  The  law  wisely  directs  that  towns  shall  provide 
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suitable  places  for  the  confinement  and  discipline  of  such  persons, 
and  the  town  of  Braintree  has,  by  vote,  designated  the  almshouse 
for  this  purpose.  Under  all  the  circumstances,  your  committee 
regard  this  as  a  wise  designation,  and  would  have  at  once  directed 
commitments  thither,  had  they  not  been  informed  of  the  present 
entire  unfitness  of  the  place.  They  are  of  opinion  that,  at  a  small 
outlay,  all  necessary  accommodations  can  be  provided,  and  would 
ask  the  attention  of  the  town  to  the  subject.  They  feel  confident, 
if  it  were  known  that  every  habitual  truant  would  be  promptly 
committed  to  a  place  in  the  town  where  he  would  be  properly  dis¬ 
ciplined,  it  would  not  be  long  before  all  occasion  for  such  discipline 
would  disappear. 

The  estimates  for  this  department  for  the  coming  year,  as  nearly 
as  they  can  be  made  up,  are  as  follows,  viz.  :  For  schools, 
eight3r-six  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars ;  for  incidental  expenses 
of  schools,  two  hundred  dollars ;  and  for  incidental  expenses  of 
school -houses,  including  one  hundred  dollars  for  additional  accom¬ 
modations  in  the  High  School-house,  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ; 
and  for  these,  your  committee  ask  the  necessary  appropriations.
